Over Two Thousand Negroes Have 
Left for Mississippi. 


Mattson, Ga., December 21.—(Svecial.)— 
Your correspondent took the 2:18 o'clock 
train at Madison last night for Atlanta. 
Such piles of boxes, bales and barrels of 
household goods he had never before seen. 
Dogs were tied to many packages and of 
the crowds of men, women and children 
feaving their lifelong homes to try the 
unkKnown,some were weeping and wailing; 
others as stoics but with conscious suf- 
fering depicted in their faces. None were 
gay. None of the frivolity that ever ac- 
Companies the usual excursion. 

To understand the full value of all this, 
the reader must know that over 2,000 ne- 
groes have already left here for the Mis- 
sissippi swamps and that the remaining 
labor is more unsettled than has ever 
before been known. 

“Why are you going?” an 
old man. “To better our condition,” was 
the realy answer. This is the stereotyped 
answer from each one, showing that they 
have been well drilled from a leader. 
They will not talk more. 

Mrs. Leland and “Peg Leg** Williams 
are the agents. It is said that Mps. Le- 
land goes over the country and visits 
these people in their homes and churches 
and makes Icng speeches, leading them 
to believe that the great valley is verita- 
bly a land of milk and honey; yea, more— 
where hog and hominy grows wild and 
trat the divine command of “slay and 
eat’ rules supreme. 

The cars were crowded and I was told 
that they were locked when they rolled 
under the carshed.

Havana, December 21.—Major Genemas 
Leonard Wood formally took of 
the governor general's office at 9 o'clock 
this morning. His first act was to accept 
the resignation of the members of the ad- 
visory cabinet to General Brooke. These 
officiats, after considering the question 
overnight, had decided to insist upon re- 
tiring. Their decision meets with pudlie 
approval. Almost without exception they 
had rendered themselves particularly ob- 
noxious to a majority of the Cubans. One 
prominent Cuban general said today: 

“The only chance General Brookes 
secretaries have, if they wish to reha ill- 
tate themselves in the eyes of their eoun- 
trymen, is to resign and thus, for a time, 
bring forgetfulness.” 

The same gentieman, 
eral Brooke's farewell proclamation, said: 

‘The proclamation was ill-advised. Cuba 
is bound. in the course of time with food 
and without war. to arrive at a state of 
cor parative comfort. No man has a right 
to regard himself the cause of 
such improvements. As a matter of fact, 
under General Brooke's administration, 
the military authorities overrode the 
civil, and there is civil government 
now than before.

Pratt Says He Only Shot To Frighten 
the Woman, Who Was Mrs. 
Annie Scrotch. 


Joe Pratt, a young man, occupied a cel) | 
at the police barracks last night on the 
charge of trying to kill Mrs. Annie 
Serotch, a white womun who resides af 
No. 311 Marietta street. 

The alleged attempted murder was with 
a pistol, Pratt admits that he fired the | 
pistol where the woman was, but says he | 
only did so to frighten her. | 

Officer Luck, who arrested Pratt, re- | 
ported at the police barracks that Pratt | 
went to the woman’s house while drink- | 
ing and when there drew his pistol with | 
the ‘ntention of shooting J. M. McDow- 
ell, a white youth, and that Mrs. Serotch | 
drew a pistol to defend the boy and then 
Pratt shot at her. 

Pratt had been bcarding with Mrs. 
Scrotch, so he stales. He was vurinking 
yesterday and about 9 oc'ock. went to | 
No, $11 Marietta street. 

With Mrs. Scrotch was. young McDow- | 
ell and he and Pratt became engagea in 
a quarrel. 

Prett had a loaded pistol and is said 
to have drawn it, saying he inteded to 
Mrs. Scrotch qu-cdly 
seized a pisto! which was on the dresser, 
she did so Pratt fired his pistol. 
The ball narrowly missed the woman's 
head and passed through a stove pipe. 

Officer Luck heard tne shot and ran 
Into the dwelling. He was told of what 
had occurred and he placed Pratt under 
arrest and sent him to the police bur- 
racks. 

The woman stated to the officers that | 
the prisoner aimed the weapon directiy 
at her head and that if she had not 
dodged she would have been killed. 

Pratt was seen by a reporter of The 
Constitution last night shortly after his 
arrest, and he made the following state- 
ment: ‘ll was boarding with Mrs. Scrotch 
and [| went home while | was drunk. We 
had some words and I drew a pistol and 
fired one shot. I1 did not intend to shoot 
the woman, but merely wanted to fright- 
en her. I was drunk and hardly Knew 
what I was doing, but I had no idea of 
shooting either the woman or the boy.” 

Mrs. Scrotch has been Known as Miss 
Annie Caldwell and she married about 
four months ago. “She and her 
husband have had some trouble and she 
has been fined in the police court for cre- 
ating disorder about her husband.
